..I, tioover s spoeeh of acceptance is truly a r e m a r k a ble 
document. 
It so lar transcends the common conception of 
such addresses as to permit of no contemporary compari­ 
sons. 
It is not a political speech but a treatise on g overn­ 
ment in an emerg ency, which reminds one of the state 
papers of such masters of old as Woodrow Wilson 
at his 
best, of Abraham Lincoln in another of the nation’s crises, 
of the philosophic g rasp of Thomas J efferson, of the prac­ 
tical soundness of Georg e Washing ton. 
Inevitably the sane and sober-minded people of A m er­ 
ica must g ather from .Mr. Hoover’s utterances the pietun 
of a serious and devoted public servant, whose views and 
plans have been relined, developed and streng thened 
by 
the testing lire of responsibility and necessity. 
Once hailed as a practical eng ineer who could lead tin 
nation in what was believed to ho endless material pros­ 
perity, and elected as such, the President has been com ­ 
pelled by force of chang ing circumstances beyond the con­ 
trol of man or society to adapt himself to an entirely new 
role. 
It became his duty to become a student and master 
of civic fundamentals, of g overnment in its essence, a sav­ 
ior of democracy in distress if not peril*, the economic bur­ 
den bearer and inventor of means for recovery of the key 
nation ot the earth; the virtual bulwark of the established 
social order of the eiviized world.
